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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wolff (US Patent No.: 4,703,184). 

Regarding claims 1 and 10, Wolff ('184) discloses a light fixture (Figures 1 and 2) 
comprising: 

a light housing 1 having two housing portions - left and right side halves - 
traversely extending at an adjacent angle less than 180° (Figure 1); 
a reflector 16 having two reflecting portions received in the housing 
portions (Figures 1 , 2 and 4, column 5, lines 29-36), and each of the 
reflecting portions formed on the inner wall of the housing portions 
(Figures 1, 2 and 4); 

two light sources 2 - a first plurality of elongated lamps positioned in front 
of the first reflecting portion, and the second plurality of elongated lamps 
positioned in front of the second reflecting surface - positioned within the 
respective housing portions 1 (Figures 1-4, column 4, lines 32-34); 
the light sources 2 connectable to a power source (Figures 1-4); and 
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the shadowing area resulting from the angular configuration of the 
housing and relative positioning of the light source inherently formed 
within the housing 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-9 and 1 1-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 

claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 

limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art of record, including Wolff (US Patent No.: 4,703,184), does not 

show or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art of 

record does not disclose a lighting fixture combining: 

two inner walls of housing portions longitudinally extending , and the inner 
walls making an adjacent angle between them at a common line-edge as 

recited in Claim 2; 

*.- 

a reflector with two curved reflecting surfaces formed on the inner wall of 
the housing, and each curved reflecting surfaces having a light source 
positioned at its focus point as recited in Claim 6; and 
a pivotally mounted angled- opening shelter fittingly covering the front 
opening of the light housing as recited in Claim 14. 
The above-indicated combination, including two inner walls of housing portions 

longitudinally extending , and making an adjacent angle between them at a common 

line-edge, makes this invention unique. 
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Claims 3-5, 7-9, 11,13 and 15-20 are necessarily objected because of its 
dependency on the objected base Claim 2. 

Claim 12 is necessarily objected because of its dependency on the objected 
base Claim 6. 

Conclusion
